Death Of Famous Medical 
| | Missionary 
PIONEERING IN MANCHURIA 
. Dr. ; Dugold_ Christie, 
CMG FRCP. FRCS. 
Edin., the. famous medical 
missionary: known as 
“Christie of Mukden,” died 
this month at his residence, 
12-Dick Place, Edinbourgh, 
after an. illness lasting 
about a week. : ; 


Dugold Christie was born in 
1855 at. Kingshouse, near 
Glencoe, in Argylishire. At the 
age of 19 he was caught up in 
the tide of revivalism which 
swept Scotland after the visit 
of .Mr, Moody. That was’ in 
1874, .and whaving taken a 
medical degree in Edinburgh, 
he went to Manchuria as the 
poineer medical missionary of 
the United Presbyterian Church. 
He was appointed to the Muk- 
den Medical Mission in 1882, 

During a period of forty years Dr. 
Christic, of Mukden, accomplished a 
work as a medical missionary in 
China which earned for him as much 
distinction among the Chincse of- 
cial class as it did among his own 
countrymen, Some years ngo Dr, 
Christie himself told the story of the 
worte in Its earlier years, when it‘had 
to fight its way so strenuously against 
the feeling long engendered in China 
towards “forel@n devils.” But Dr. 
Christle not only won tho-love and 
esteem of the thousands of patients 
who enjoyed the benefit of his medi- 
ca) skill; he rapidly gained the con- 
fidence of oMficials high in authority 
by the manncr In which,he went 
about his work of healing. 


“THE BLACK, DEATH 


There were stirring times jn China 
during Dr, Christie's long connection 
with it, Three times within ten 
years jt was ‘found necessary that 
all: forelgn women and. children 
should leave Mukden.

Then the Atlantic ocean swept sand 
on the beach, by the million of tons, 
extending the shoreline. 

In the carly days of this century 
the Ughthouse found itself 1,500 feet 
fnJand.. With all this new land going 
to waste, the city fathers cut 
Pacific Avenue past Absecon light 
and began to sell building lots. 

Upon them were built some of the 
fanciest hotels. in the land, vast, 
towering structures, which made the 
ighthouse look like a toy. These 
skyscrapers separated the light from 
the ocean, but every night the keeper 
climbed the circular stairway any- 
way, and set his brilliant warning 
light to blinking—in the eyes of the 
newlyweds, ; : : 

As the deyartment of the Trensury- 
observed, this situation made th 
light “practically uscless as a light- 
house.”

He had given up Gloucestershire, 
the side“with whieh he ts, more 
usually associated, and although the 
Crystal Palace did not sce “W. G,'s" 
very lost matches, it was there that 
he spent most of the lost days of his 
great career, 

It was in the summer of 1899 that 
people began to Buy. that W.G.'s 
prime was past, and that he ought 
to Ieave first-class cricket. 
growing heavy, even for a man of 
his colossal size, and he could not 
get to the ball as fast as he used Jn 
the Oeld, , ‘ .

By Slr Henry Slesser 
(Longmans The English Heritage

Lord Justice Slesser. has

Law " in one hundred and ninety- 
two small pages, admittedly a not 
Inconsiderable task, 

- It ts no disparagement of this well- 
meant cndenyour to say that the book 
suffers from tho plethora of fact, essen- 
tin] omission and incomplete statement’ 
inevitable in. ony legal work condl- 
tioned by unduc compression. non 

In the narrow Neld of about twenty 
pages to ench subject the learned 
nuthor has essayed to review Cn addi 
lon to a bricf excursus inte Juris- 
prudence) such important matters os 
the Common Law. Equity, Constitu- 
tlonal Law, Crime, the Rights of Pro- 
perty, Torts and Conirnct, There are 
even sixteen pages devoted to Public 
and Private International Law. 

The reader will certainly fecl that no 
legal topic of popular importance has 
been excluded 

In on Interesting introductory 
chapter the author discusses “The 
Nature of Law.” but I imagine some 
lawyers will dissent from his view that 
behest of one sets rules of 
external human conduct go , imposed 
outside the ambit of Law... :

Mr. G. D. H: Cole_ 
-And War Cloud

Mr, G, D, H. Cale, the economist, 
made this prophecy when rpeaking 
ata Rotary Club Juncheon held at 
the Connaught Rooms in London 
last month. .

He was appointed to the Muk- 
den Medical Mission in 1882. 

During a period of forty ycars Dr. 
Christie, of Mukden,: accomplished, a 
work as a medical missionary in 
China’ which earned for him as much 
distinctlon nmong the Chinese’ oM- 
cinl class as it did among his owh 
countrymen, Some years ago’ Dr. 
Christie himself told the story of the 
work in‘its carljer years, when it had 
to fight its way so strenuously against 
the feeling long engendered in China 
towards “foreign devils.” But Dr. 
Christle not only won the love and 
esteem of the thousands of patients 
who enjoyed the benefit of his medi- 
enl skill; he rapidly gained the con- 
fidence of oficinis high in authority 
by the manner. in which he went 
about his work of healing. 


THE BLACK DEATH 


There were stirring times in China 
during Dr. Christle’s long connection 
with it. Three tinies within ten 
years it was found necessary that 
all ‘foreign wenen and children 
should leave Mukden. 

On these occasions he himsclf had 
perilous — experiences, but the 
“Mukden. free-henling doctor,” as he 
came to be styled, showed himself 
ns courageous a8 he was Kindly, and 
during the Russo-Japanese War he 
proved equal to the emergency when 
three Japanese scouts levelicd their 
rifles at him within a distance of a 
few yards. : 

“It was not only his medical work, 
however, that secured Dr. Christie 
and his colleagues the admiration of 
the Chinese. He rendered them 
great service at. times when Ked 
Cross work became necessary, while 
during the visitation of the 
pneumonic form of plague he was 
officially «asked to become Honorary 
Medical Adviser to the Government.

By Sir Ienry Blesser 


(Longmans The English Heritage 
. Series, 33, €d.) 


N this admirable Httlo volume 

Lord’ Justice Slesser has 

attempted to summarise “Tha 
Law " In one hundred and ninety- 
two small pages, admittedly a not 
inconslderable task. 

It is no disparagement of this well- 
mennt endeavour to say that the book 
suffers from the plethora of fact, essen- 
tint omission and incomplcte statement 
inevitable in nny legal work condi- 
tioned by undue. compression, ; 

In the uarrow fcld of about twenty 
pages tw each ‘subject the learned 
author has essayed to review (in nddi- 
ton to a brief excursus into Jurls- 
prudence) such Important mutters as 
the Common Law, Equity, Constitu- 
tlonal Law, Crime, the Rights of Pro- 
perty, Torts and Contract, There are 
even sixteen pages devoted to Public 
and Private International Law. 

The reader will certainly fecl that no 
legnt tople of popular importance has 
been excluded : 

In an.. interesting introductory 
chapter tho author discusses “The 
Nature of Law,” but I imagine some 
lawyers will dissent from his view that 
arbitrariness of command sets rules of 
external human conduct so imposed 
outside the ambit of Law.
